Sir James Hawkins Whitshed entered the Navy in 17738 at the age 
of eleven, and was employed shortly afler at Newfoundland and on 
the Coast of North America, in H.M. Ships Aldborough, Canada 
Schooner, Romney, Diamond Frigate and the Rainbow. In 1781 
he conveyed Sir Guy Carleton, the Military Commander-in-Chiref 
to New York in the Frigate Ceres 32, and on the evacuation of 
New York returned with him to England in February, 1784. 
He declined appointment to the chief command at Halifax in 1801, 
and became Admiral of the Fleet im 1844.
